“How ‘ineffably stupid’ was the Federalist (1st 
Tol.) when it asked, ‘what would have been thought 
of that assem’oly (the Federal Convention) if attach- 
ng theuiscivc* to these general expressions, and 
disregarding the specifications which ascertain and

on the 3d of .March, i8IT, he ‘was constrained by 
the insuperable diffioilty (he felt) in reconciling (the 
internal ijipr.ivement) bill to the ronstitutiob of the 
United States, tlioiigli to negative that bill, he ad- 
mits ill capacity to ‘setter the condition’ of the peo- 
ple!

I uity; and a more wanton dissipation of the mon 
j ey of the United Is tales 1 can hardly suggest, than 
jtlie projected impruveineDts iu the state of Pennsyl 
ivania. Every exercise of usurped power, is tyran- 
ny. Every assumption of power by Congress, not 
clearly and indubitably conceded, is a fraud on the 
•everal states. Do you want power to make inter- 
nal improvements? Take (he constitutional mode of 
obtaining it, and apply for as amendment to your 
constitntion. Wliydo yoi^rtfiise so lodo? Because 
you are iu doubt whether yon cin fairly and (icnesl- 
ly convince the several states of the necessity for 
it.- because you distrust your own cause, and Jgre not 
confide in your own arguments. 

But such is now the case, aud the leading charac- 
teristic do'etrine of ultra-federalism and consolida- 
tion, is now the fashionahle doctnne in congress; and 
one half, at least, of (lie South Uaroliiia rcpiesenta- 
tiou are the advocates for it! Very many of your 
young politicians seems inclined to favor the pre- 
tensions of power and patronage, and to eulisl un- 
der the banners of ultra- federalism. 

Fellow-Citizens, It is in vain to talk of an amal- 
gamation of parties, while the dividing line u! 1787, 
has contimied to be the dividing line from thence 
forward, to 1824. Is tioutti Carolina destined to be 
a federal state? Do you moan to join the ranks of 
that party? If you do, so be it. Tliiugs must take 
their course, and the '"riends of state rights must b 
content to remain in their minority. If not, the pol- 
itics of Mr. Adams, Mr. Calhoun and General Jack, 
sun, are not the politics of tliia state; for those weii- 
tlemen supported to' the utmost of their power, a 
principle ai-d a measure, which, from the very mo- 
ment of party difference, has decidedly character- 
ised the federal party.

Whether this exposition 
would by degrees consulidate the states into one 
sovreignly. 3. Whether the tendency and result of 
this consolidation would be to Iransiorin the Kepub- 
lican system ofthe United kitates into a monarchy. 

1. 1 be general phrazes here rnc-ant must be those 
“of providing for the common dcleticc and genera! 
welfare.” 

In the “articles of confederation" the phrases are 
used as follows, in article VIII. “All charges of war 
and all other expenses thet shall b* incurred/or the 
common defence aiul general welfare, and allowed by 
the United States in congress assembled, shall he 
defrayed out of a oommon treasury, which sl-.all be 
supplied by the several states, in proportion lo the 
value of all Ii#d8 within each slate, granted to or 
surveyed for any person, as such lands aiid (he buil- 
dings and improvements thereon shall he estimated, 
according to bucli mode as the United Slates in 
congress assembled, shall from time to time direct 
and appoint.” 

In the existing constiintion, they make the follow- 
ing part of section B. “ Tho congress shal have 



power, to lay and collect taxes, duties imposts and! 
excises to pay the debts, and provide for the com-j 
mon defence and gcueral welfare of the United Sla-| 
tcs.” j 

This similarity i ithe use of these phrases iu the I 
two great federal charters might well he considered j 
as rendering their meaning less liable to he miscon-j

that iu the former they were ever uiidcrstoud to be , 
either a general grant of power, or to authorise the , 
reqiiisiliuii or application of money by the old con- 1 
gress to the common defence and general welfare, 
except in the cases allerw ards enumerated wliich i 
explained and limited their meaning; and if siieh was 
the limited meaning attached to these phrases in the 
very instriiineut revised and remodelled by the pre- 
sent constitution, it can never be Supposed that 
when copied into this constitiilien, a different mea- 
uiug ought to be attaohed to them 
That iiotwitlislandiiig this remarkable security 
against misconstruction a design has been indicated 
to expound these phrases in the constitution so as to 
destroy the effect of the particular enumeration of 
power by which it explains and limits them, must 
have fallen under tke observation of those who Lave 
attended to the course of puMic transactions. Not 
to multiply proofs on this subject, it will suffice to 
refer to the debates in the Federal Legislature, in 
which arguments have un different occasions been 
drawn, with apparent effect, frem these phrases in 
ttieir indefinite meaning, 

To these indications might be added, without loo- 
king farther, th* official report on tr tiujfactures by 
the late Secretary ofthe Treasury, made on the 6lh 
of December, 1791; and the report of a committee 
of Congress in January 1797 on the promotion of ag 
riciilture. In thefi * of^ these, it is expressly con- 
tended to belong “to the discretion of the National 
legislature to pronounce upon the objects which con- 
cern general welfare, and for which under that des- 
cription au appropriation of money is requested and 
proper And there seems to he no room for »doubl 
that whatever concerns the general .interests of 
learning, of agriculture, of manufactures, and of 
commerce, are within the sphere of the national 
council as far as regards ao applicatiou of money.” 

I lie latter report assumes the same latitude of pow- 
er in the national councils, and applics.it to the en- 
couragement of agriculture, by means of a society 
to he established at the seat of government. Al- 
though neither af these reports may have received 
I inosaiicuo* oi -a raw vir..,., ,-ai, 

the other hand, the extraordinary doctrioecontained 
in both, has passed without the slightest positive 
mark of disapprobation from the anthority to which 
it was addressed. (Congress.) 

Now whether tlie phrases inqiiestion be constru- 
ed to authorise every measure relating to the com- 
mon defence and general welfare, as contended by 
some,* or every measure only in which there might 
be an application of money, as suggested by the 
caution of others, f the effect must substantially be 
the same, in destroying the import and force ofthe' 
particular enumeration of powers, which follow these 
general phrases in Uie constitntion. For it is evi- 
dent that there is not a liiiglo power whatever which 
may not have some reference to the common defence 
or the general welfare; not a power of any magnitude 
which in Its exercise does not involve or admit an 
application of money. The government therefore 
which possesses power in either one or other of 
tlieso extents, is a government without the limita- 
tions funned by a particular enuinei-atioD, of powers, 
andcouseiynently the meaning and effect of tins par- 
ticular enumeration, is destroyed by the exposition 
given to these general phrases. 

Tins conelusion will not be effected by an attempt 
to qualify tliepower over the ‘'general welfare,” bv 
referring it to cases where the general welfare is be- 
yond the reach ot separate provisions by the individ. 
ual states; and leaving to these their jurisdiction in 
cases, to wliicli their seperate provisions may be 
competent. For as the authority of the individual 
states must in all cases be incompetent ft) general 
regulations operating tlirougli the w hole, the author 
jty ofthe United States would be exlrndcd to every 
object relating to the general welfare, which might 
by any pusihilitj be provided for by the general 
authority. This qualifying construction therefore 
would have little, if any tendency, to cirdiimscribe 
the power claimed under the latitude of the terms 
••general welfare.” 

The true and fair construction of this expression, 
holli if) tho original and existing federal rumpar.ts, 
appears lo the committee too obvious to be mistaken, 
lit both, the congress is authorized lo provide mon- 
ey for the com 'defence and gene'al welfare. In 
both, is subjoined to this authority, an enumeration 
of the cases, to which their powers shall exleiicl* 
Money cannot he applied to the general welfare, oth- 
erwise than hy an application of it to some particu- 
lar measure conducive to the general welfare. 
Whenever therefore, money has been raised by the 
general authority, and is lo he applied tea particular 
measure, a question arises, whether the particular 
measure be within .he enmnerated aiilliorities, ves- 
ted in Congress. If it be, the money reqnisile for it 
may be applied to it; if it be not, no siicli »|#plication 
can be mads. Tliis fair and ot-vioiis interpretation 
coincides .vitb, and is enforced by the clause in the 
tonstit' (ten which declares that “no money shall he 
dra> v.m the treasu.-T -iitiii coiin-.iucnce of ap- 



diiTe.'encc of opinion. To consolidate the stale into 
one sovereignty, nothing more can bo wanted, than 
to supercede their respective sovereignties in the 
Cases reserved to them, by extoudii g the sovereignty 
of the United States to all cases oftlie “general wel- 
fare,” that is to say, to all cases whatever. 

3 That tlie oDvinus tendency and inevitable result 
of a consolidation of the states into one sovereignty 
would be, to transform the republican system of the 
United States into a monarchy, is a point which 
1 seems to have been sufficiently decided by the gen- 
eral sentiment of America. In almost every inslauce 
of discussion, relating to the cuiiselidatinn in ques- 
tion, its certain tendency to pave the way lo iniuiar- 
chy, seems not to bo contested. The prospect oj- 
such a consolidation has formed the only topic of con- 
troversy. It would be unnecessary therefore, for the 
committee to dwell long on the reasons which support 
the position of the General Asseiiihly. It iiiiy not 
be improper, however, to remark two consequences 
evidently flowing from an extension of the federal 
powers to every sobjeet falling witiiin the idea of the 
“geneial welfare.” 

One consequence must he, to enlarge the sphere 
of discretion allotted to the executive iitagisirale. 
Even williio the legislative limits properly dcliiied hy 
tho Constitution, the difficulty of accoinniodatn g le- 
gal regulations to a country su great in extent, and 
So various in its circumstances, has been niui.h felt, 
and has l«'‘, to occasional invistments of power in the 
executive which involve perhaps as laige a portion 
ef discretion, ascan be deemed cousisicnt v-ilh the 
nature oftlic executive trust. In proportion as the 
objects of legislative care uiiglit he multiplied, would 
the time allowed foreacli be diiniiiislied, ami the dif- 
ficnlly of providing uuiforra and particular regulations 
for all., be increased. From these sources would iio- 
cessarily ensue, a greater latitude to the agency of 
that department which is always in cxistaiice, and 
which could best mould regulations of a general ua. 
tore, so as to suit them to the diversity of particular 
situations. Aud it is in this latitude, as a supplement 
to the deficiency of the laws, that the dbgreo of pre- 
■"-'rt »n*ij.rially consists. 

'I'he other consequence would be, that of an ci- 
cessive augmentation of the otiiccs, huuoiirs and eiii. 

oluinents depending on the executive will. Add to 

the preseut Icgilim’dle flock, all those of every ues- 
criplion which a consolidation of the states would 
take from them, and turn over to the federal goveiii- 
ineut, and the patronage of the executive woiilii ne- 
cessarily be as much swelled in this case, as its pre- 
rogative would b« in the otiier. 

Plus dfsproportioiiatu increase of prerogative and 
patronagoiiiusl, evidently, either enaole .the ciiicf 
magistrate ofthe union, by qiiict means, lo secure 
bis re-election from time to time, aud finally, to re- 
gulate the succession as he might please; or, by giv- 
ing TO transcendant an importance to the oliicc, 
would reuderthe elections to it so riulcul and cor- 
rupt, that the public voice itself miglit call fur an 
hereditary, in place of an elective succession. 
Which ever of these events iniglit follow, the trans- 
formation of the Kepublican system of the United 
Stales into a nioiutrcliy, anticipated by the fiencral 
Assembly from a consolidation of the states into one 
sovereignty, would be equally accomplished; and 
whether it would be into a mix’d or an absolute inou- 
archy miglitdcpcnd o« too many contingencies to ad- I 
mil of any certain foresight. So far Air. Atadisun.

We translate it 
from the Argos of September 17, as follows: 

— We hasten to 
inform the public of the important news of the rout 
ofthe vanguard of the enemy’s army, by the arms of 
oiir country, which, was contained in LI Correo, re- 
ceived, last ni^lit, by express from Chili. That pa- 
persays — “ I’he I.iberator BOLIVAR, and all his 
army, passed the Andes, in three divisions, on the 
2oth of June — the first, under the command of Gen- 
eral Caislova, by Caja Taiwbo — the second, under 
the oomuiand of General Lara, by Chavin — the third 
under the command ofGeneral LaM.ir.by Gtiayanco. 

The vanguard ofthe enemy, composed of three thou- 
sand five hundred men, in .Acobainba, was complete- 
ly routed. General Monet, who coinvianded it, was 
wounded and taken prisoner,. Almost all the division 
of this enemy Coll into our power, the number of kit- 
ed, on their part, being very great. Before this ac- 
tion, five hundred Infantry , aiitl one hundred cavalry,
